Now that the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association has sponsored a real bull show and sale for 
Denver let there be nothing but good, strong, well made, 
well bred individuals entered in that show and sale. The 
Journal has for some time favored a Five Bull show at 
Denver, feeling that the Intermountain states are entitled 
to have an opportunity to procure top bulls in numbers 
for use in both their pure bred registered breeding herds 
and in their excellent commercial herds. No bull is too 
good for the production of top feeding cattle and that is 
the primary business of many producers who are anxious 
that their calves each fall should be of a superior quality 
that will demand good strong top prices when they are 
sent to the corn belt feed lots.

The future of the Aberdeen-Angus breed is at stake 
in the Intermountain country. If we fail to send bulls 
to Denver that will improve the calves that follow them 
our cause will be lost. Today the gate is wide open. Shall 
we drive through a set of bulls that will establish the 
breed solidly in the hands of commercial producers? The 
Journal suggests that we do just that very thing. True 
enough prices might not be quite as high as some of us 
would like to see them, but, remember this one thing, we 
have an opportunity today to lay a lasting foundation and 
establish an outlet for our good surplus bulls in that great 
cattle producing country.

sirable. If the quality of the hay is not the 
best it should be supplemented with another 
protein. An adequate winter ration for the 
Aberdeen-Angus heifers will keep them 
growing and developing so that they will go 
on pasture in the spring as growthy year- 


lings. 
Bull calves that will not meet the owner’s 
standards as potential herd sires should be 


castrated by this time. Those retained for 
future use in the herd, or for sale, should be 
penned in groups of not more than five. 
Many breeders have best results by putting 
only two or three bull calves together. Like 
the heifers they should get grain. But the 
amount should be stepped up as much as 3 
to 4 pounds per head per day. For one 
thing it takes more feed to get a bull in the 
same flesh as a heifer. And in the second 
place a higher degree of finish is desirable 
on a young bull that is to be sold. Cost of 
the extra feed required to secure this extra 
condition is money well spent. Past exper- 
ience in sales at home, or in the auction 
ring, should prove that bulls of comparable 
quality and breeding but differing only in 
condition will sell at a considerable range 
in price—with the better conditioned young- 
ster getting the top bid. 

Handling of the calves dropped in the fall 
should include creep feeding. A creep in 
one end of the barn or shed, protected from 
rain or snow, will keep the grain in good 
condition and will require little attention. 
And the results in the growth and develop- 
ment of the youngsters will pay back many 
times the little extra time required to con- 
struct it. Cows with fall calves can be 
handled with inexpensive shelter. An open 
shed with hay racks for the cows and plenty 
of dry bedding is all that is required. The 
matter of bedding for the cow and calf— 
especially the latter—is important. By 
keeping the youngster off the cold ground 
pneumonia should not be a winter problem. 


In many sections of the country herds are 
going into the winter in poorer flesh than 
in normal years. And this in spite of the 
fact that the fall grazing was unusually 
rank. The fall rains produced a rank, washy 
feed with considerably less nutritive value 
than normally. For this reason more care 


a A a re re 


should be exercised this fall in the matter 
of feeding the cow herd. The cows should 
not be allowed to go to far down hill in con- 
dition at the expense of the spring calf crop. 

Corn feeding of the pure bred herd will 
have to be watched closely in many sections 
this year. Due to the early frost there is a 
considerable amount of soft corn. Feeding 
frozen or mouldy corn is oftentimes a dang- 
erous practice. Likewise, because of the un- 
usual conditions in the spring and summer, 
many farms have a considerable quality of 
off-quality hay. In many cases it will not 
have the feeding value of good quality hay 
and probably will have to be supplemented 
with cottonseed or soybean meal if the herd 
is to be kept in good working condition. 
Where hay or corn is actually mouldy find 
some other use for it rather than as feed for 
the pure breds. For good cattle should have 
good care.

Howard and Clarence Bradley and their 
sister Mary Helen have been familiar fig- 
ures at the American Royal Junior show for 
several years, always one or the other, and 
often two or even all of them have battled 
around the top in their respective classes. 
They have won reserves and they have won 
breed championships, but 1942 saw the two 
boys, Howard and Clarence win the grand 
championship. over all breeds with a steer 
that met and filled the eye to a T. He was 
built just about right, low set, thick, short of 
neck, wide over the back and carried his 
width over the tail head and down deep into 
his quarters, and was finished in front with 
a head that was about as attractive as one 
could wish. He was full at the heart and 
the flank and pleased Judge Don Kayes of 
the Ohio University very much. He was 
straight and level on top, deeply meated all 
over, stood well on his feet and was a flashy 
mover. When Don slapped Victory Supreme 
on the hip and said “that’s your grand 
champion” he turned to leave the ring, hesi- 
tated a moment and said “he’s meat all ov- 
er, just the very thing we are looking for in 
a fat bullock.” Howard was not there to 
witness the glorious triumph of his steer, 
for he was unable to procure a furlough 
from the armed forces to make the trip to 
Kansas City. It’s probably as well for by 
being absent he did not have to witness the 
final act—the selling which was handicapped 


because of the steer being shown in the open 
classes, coming under the government ceil- 
ing restrictions, holding the price down to 
50 cents per pound, whereas under ordinary 
conditions the price might well have gone 
to five to six times that much and still been 
in keeping with prices paid before at the 
American Royal for the grand champion 
over all breeds. 


On this page will be found the breeding 
of Victory Supreme. When we asked Clar- 
ence to make a statement about Victory Su- 
preme he said: “We purchased this calf 
from Maynard George in the latter part of 
September, 1941. We brought him home and 
started him on feed, consisting of a ration 
of shelled corn, hulled oats, crimped barley 
and Dannen’s Cattle Fatner. He weighed 
about 150 pounds when we started him on 
feed. He weighed 1160 pounds when we 
sold him at the Royal. He responded to feed 
from the start and made very good gains. 
This calf was a full brother to the calf that 
Howard showed to the grand championship 
at the Producers Calf Club Show at St. 
Louis in 1938. 


“Victory Supreme was sired by Bandolier 
of Lonjac. Bandolier of Lonjac was bred by 
W. E. Scripps, owner of Wildwood Farms, 
Lake Orion, Michigan, and was sold in dam 
to Lonjac Farm near Kansas City. He was 
then sold to L. H. George & Son to head 
their herd at Calhoun, Missouri, where he 


has made an enviable record a 
prize winning steers. 


The grand champion, Victor 
was entered by Howard and Clara 
ley and was fed by both, until Howard en. 
tered the armed service on July 29th How. 
ard is stationed at Fort Leonard Wood Mis. 
souri, and certainly hated to be unable 
attend the 1942 Royal and help exhibit his 
steers. This pair of enterprising boys hare 
purchased a 320 acre stock farm, adjoining 
that of their father, where they are starting 
to build a herd of registered Aberdeen-Ap. 
gus cattle of their own. :

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HE FIRST ESSENTIAL in maintaining 

the health of a herd is to have its sur- 
roundings, and feeding and handling, as 
near the ideal conditions as possible. It has 
been emphasized so many times that food 
and water must be of an unquestioned char- 
acter and that the surroundings must be 
reasonably sanitary that it is almost plati- 
tudinous. It can never be practical to have 
these conditions as satisfactory for animals 
as for man but the cleanliness of human 
food, man’s sanitary water supply, and his 
general healthful surroundings are ideals 
that may well be borne in mind in animal 
care. The water should be offered in clean 
troughs, the food free from contamination 
by molds, germs or pollution by animal 
excreta, and the yards or corrals should be 
free from filth. If certain comparatively 
small corrals are used year after year they 
are bound to become contaminated with dis- 
ease producing elements left by the previous 
inhabitants. Such yards should have periods 
of rest by keeping animals out of them, re- 
moving all remnants of accumulated filth, 
and turning the soil over with the plow. 
During this interval old feed boxes should 
be thoroughly cleaned, and low places drain- 
ed. With the aid of direct exposure to sun- 
shine and other natural forces a good many 
such places become surprisingly renovated 
for future animal occupancy, 

In spite of good care and surrounding 
there are factors that may cause trouble. 
The sudden changes to unaccustomed foods 
is always fraught with danger. It is better 
to make such changes gradually. First per- 
mit the animal to fill up on its accustomed 
ration and then top this off with the new 
feed. From day to day decrease the amount 
of the old ration and increase the new. 

An always threatening situation is pres- 
ent when bloating feeds are being consumed. 
The legumes such as alfalfa, the clovers, 
peas, beans, and vetches are the principal 
offenders. They are almost certain to re- 
sult in bloat if consumed when wet, or when 
wilted, or when offered as an unaccustom- 
ed article of diet. In the beef breeds espec-

ially because of comparatively limited lung 
capacity and enormous. organs of digestion 
death from bloating may be a matter of 
less than thirty minutes. The first step is 
prevention by exercising care and judgment 
in the offering of the potentially dangerous 
feeds. Second all cattle owners should have 
ready for instantaneous administration 
some anti-ferment to stop the evolvement 
of gas. Such agents as two ounce doses of 
turpentine, or one ounce doses of either ly- 
sol or formalin (40% formaldehyde) di- 
luted with one quart of raw linseel oil, or 
even milk, are of value for this purpose. 
After its administration the remedy should 
be manipulated through all parts of the 
fermenting ingesta by making slow boring 
movements with the closed fist in the lower 
left flank, and continued for fifteen minutes 
at a time. The third step, or some insist 
that it should be the first step, is to call the 
veterinarian, He can pass a stomach tube 
to permit the gas to flow out through it. 
This is much to be preferred to “sticking” 
an animal because the latter creates what 
may develop into an ugly wound. In some 
instances because of the severity of the 
bloat and the gas being in the form of mil-

To try to pick out all the high lights in the sale would be quite 
a task. However, we do want to mention the sale of the Ravens- 
wood bull, Envious Juana of Ravenswood, a son of the 1939 Inter- 
national grand champion, Envious Blackcap B. 6th. He went right 
past the thousand dollar mark and fell to the $1,500.00 bid of Mr.

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UESDAY, October 6th was a beautiful 

day and a goodly crowd was present, 
wandering up and down the alleys marking 
catalogs and inspecting the cattle that the 
Evans and Larmers had selected to place 
in this sale, a joint affair such as they have 
held in past years, with the exception that 
they were selling about two-thirds of each 
herd making it a real foundation female 
sale. 


On account of the Nodaway County sale 
on the day before, these cattle were not 
brought to the barn until the morning of the 
sale and it was late forenoon before they 
had all been placed in their respective stalls, 
numbered and made ready for the ring, giv- 
ing the visitors just an hour or so to inspect 
the cattle, but time enough to make their 
selections. 


Col. Roy Johnston called the crowd to the 
seats promptly at one o’clock and the first 
animal was led into the ring. The sale open- 
ed on females, selling the cows and calves 
then bred heifers and open heifers with the 
sale closing on the bulls. However, as only 
a few bulls were sold we will reverse the 
order and tell about them first. The top 
bull was Elban of Strathmore, a son of Rev- 
olution 100th, offered as an attraction and 
only because another son of the 100th, Rev- 
olution Blackcap 5th, had been purchased to 
head the herds. 


The bidding opened low, about the two- 
fifty mark and went by leaps and bounds to 
seven hundred dollars, for young Mr. Bar- 
tenhagen had made up his mind which of 
the bulls would go home to head Bar. B. 
Farm’s herd, at Columbus Junction, Iowa, 
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and he did not hesitate one moment in mak- 
ing the final bid that closed the deal. The 
second top bull was a son of Elban of 
Strathmore, Blackeap’s Elban, who sold to 
Harry Messick, Bolekow, Missouri, for two 
hundred and eighty dollars; and the third 
high bull was another son, Barbara’s Elba- 
mere who sold to Sam England, Clearfield, 
Iowa, for two hundred and seventy-five. 


In the female sale were a few high spots, 
although nothing could be called really high 
for these cattle were worthy of every cent 
that was bid.

HIS FALL the sales held in Missouri 

have been exceptionally good. The cattle 
were better than last year and prices have 
been up over the spring sale season. A no- 
ticeable influence in these sales has been 
purchases made by new breeders, although 
many of the established breeders of this 
area have been busy selecting top breeding 
cattle for their good herds. 

I really believe that the Missouri breeders 
are responsible for the uptrend of cattle 
prices in their home state. During the past 
several years there have been a 
large number of sales held in this 
area, With regular annual consign- 
ment sales made by the several as- 
sociations, plus a number of private 
breeder auctions. Missouri men 
have held more sales each year 
than any other state for the num- 
bers of breeders and cattle avail- 
able for these sales, and the results 
have been that Missouri is well up 
on the list of new members to the 
National Association and also way 
up in the number of cattle regis- 
tered and transferred. 

The record made by the breeders 
in this state the past two or three 
years only goes to prove that pub- 
lie auction is the best way to pro- 
mote the breed in any given area. 
Distributing cattle among old and 
new buyers at their own prices has 
certainly helped bring Missouri cat- 
tle back to the prominence they de- 
serve. 

Nodaway County breeders sold 
on Monday, the day prior to the 
Evans-Larmer sale, with twelve 
breeders consigning sixty-one head 
of cattle to the offering. Ten bulls 
sold for an average of two hundred, with 
the top bull, Revolution S. 4th 655778, a son 
of Bar Revolution 19th, consigned by Wal- 
ter E. Sturm, selling to Andrew Bennett. 
King City, Missouri, for two hundred and 
eighty-five. Three bulls sold for two hun- 
dred and fifty each, one consigned by Hal 
Catterson, one by H. A. Jones and the other 
by Walter Sturm. 

The fifty-one females sold for an average 
of two hundred and seventeen dollars and 
eighty-four cents, the highest average to 
date for a Nodaway County sale.

Semi-Annual Public Auction at Boonville, Missouri. Each April and 

October will find another good consignment being offered at the Davis, 

Johnston & Patricks Pavilion, under the management of R. D. Patricks.

The last public auction of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle scheduled in Missouri for the 
1942 fall season was the consignment sale 
at Boonville, Missouri, and this was the 
first of a series of semi-annual events to 
be held at the Davis, Johnston and Pat- 
ricks pavilion, for R. D. Patricks, manager, 
has stated that each April and October they 
will present a good offering of cattle, which 
will help to promote the breed in this sec- 
tion of Missouri where already we have 
listed three annual association sales of 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

With sales held this year by the Howard 


County Association, Fayette; the Central 
Breeders Association, Columbia; a first 
annual sale of North Central Missouri 


Breeders at Chillicothe; and the first draft 
sale made by Oak Ridge Stock Farms, 
Columbia, Missouri, one would think that 
the buying power in this area might have 
absorbed nearly all the cattle needed, but 
such was not the case, a good crowd was on 
hand at Boonville, October 15th, for this 
first semi-annual event and the cattle were 
sold readily to those present. 

This being the first consignment sale 
there was little supervision made in select- 
ing the cattle for the sale, the principal 
thought being to get a large enough number 
of cattle together to make the sale possible. 
Most of the consignors were men who had 
sold cattle previously in one of the associ- 
ation sales mentioned above, so their cattle 
were probably in better sale shape than those 
consigned by men selling their first cattle 
at public auction. I will admit that a few 
of the animals sold might just as well been 
held over until one of the spring sales, when 
they would have brought more money, as a 
few of the cattle were too young to sell as 
they should and some of these were not the 
type and quality needed to make a real 
sale, but that was expected and we know 
that the next sale will find a better lot of 
cattle in the pens. This is the case in start- 
ing any series of annual sales for the breed- 
ers are just a little leery about consigning 
the better class of cattle, feeling that they 
will not draw a crowd that will appreciate 
their true worth. 

Such was not the case this day. A good 
crowd was on hand, too many for the seats, 
with many buyers leaning over the railing 
to place their bids and while no high prices 
were paid the average price on the better 
quality cattle was bracketed in the one 
hundred and seventy to the three hundred 
dollar price range. 

Most interesting part of the female sale 
was the selling of the L. W. Brockman 
cattle. Mr. Brockman had been very ill 
this past summer and on his doctor’s advice 
was selling about half his cow herd. These 
cattle were sold first with eleven head 
bringing a total of $3,035.00 to average 
something like two hundred and seventy- 
six dollars. 

Two females sold for three hundred, top 
price for any individual female. One of 
these was a little open heifer, Blackcap 
Connie 7th of Elmview, a June 26, 1941, 
heifer by Bar Eston Quality, consigned by 
Brockman and purchased by Del Miles, 
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Madison, Missouri. The other was Brock’s 
Blackbird I and I, a September 1937 cow 
by Queenmere 187th. She was consigned by 
R. B. George, Fayette, Missouri, and was 
purchased by the Chariton County 4-H 
Club. The Howard County 4-H Club was 
also represented in the report and _ they 
selected two head, one Naomi of Burgess, 
a daughter of Burgess of Wheatland 2d, 
with a heifer calf at foot by Prizemere 
360th and rebred to the same sire. She was 
consigned by Wilmer Perkins and sold for 
two hundred and twenty-five dollars. This 
club also purchased a good heifer from the 
Smart herd at Greenwood, Missouri, an 
animal that was not in the catalog and sold 
for one hundred and twenty-five dollars. 

Top bull was Bell Boy Bianca 648122, 
consigned by Wilmer Perkins and purchased 
by L. H. George, Calhoun, Missouri, while 
the top combination sold was one of the 
Brockman consignment, Pride 27th of Kirks- 
ville, by Rabban. She sold to Eastwood 
Bros., Mokane, Missouri, for two hundred 
and twenty-dollars while her February 20th 
heifer calf by General 5th of Lonjac was 
purchased by Dr. T. C. Guthrie, Smithville, 
Se, for one hundred and forty dol- 
ars. 

We want to wish the Davis, Johnston & 
Patricks firm the best of luck and urge the 
breeders around Boonville to cooperate fully 
next spring with another, and better con- 
signment that will draw even more atten- 
tion to the progress of the breed in Mis- 
souri, a state that has held more public auc- 
tions the past year than any other and a 
state that has once again reached top bil- 
ling in Aberdeen-Angus activities. The re-

was perhaps the best Aberdeen-An- 
sr soction pai staged in Ontario in recent 
ears WaS On Saturday, October 10th, when 
the Ontario breeders held their fall sale 
event at Edwards Brothers farm near Wat- 


ford, Ontario. 

The offering for the most part was well 
worth the attention and travel that many 
breeders from miles away gave it, and had 
others known what was to be had, they 
would have been represented. 

As is usually the case the tops, the real 
foundation females and the real breed im- 
proving herd sire prospects went at quite 
moderate prices. Moderate for what was 
being offered. 

The tops came from two herds, Edwards 
Brothers and Don Head Farms, and had 
these same cattle been offered in one or 
another of several sales held in the States 
this fall, they would have brought several 
hundreds of dollars more money. 

After a few remarks of welcome by Mr. 
T. Alex Edwards, one of the hosts of the 
day, and a few more words from Mr. F. W. 
Crawford, Secretary of the Canadian Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association; Mr. W. 
H. Tomhave, Secretary of the American 
Aberdeen- Angus’ Breeders’ Association 
brought greetings and mentioned the stead- 
ily increasing interest in and demand for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the States, and 
added that he had in going over the cattle 
to be offered noted many splendid animals. 

Next Colonel Roy G. Johnston, of Belton, 

Missouri. was introduced and after just a 
few words the sale was opened on an ex- 
ceptionally nice McHenry Barbara heifer. 
This was Barbara Rose of Anoka 24th, a 
daughter of Eboneezer of Anoka, chief herd 
sire at Good Hope Farm, Old Chatham, New 
York, and out of a dam by Blackbird Bando- 
lier of Page. We might state that like all 
the calves we have seen by Eboneezer of 
Anoka, this daughter had a splendid head, 
and with it the type and the quality that has 
won many firsts and champions both in the 
provinces of Canada and in some of the ma- 
jor shows in the States. This heifer started 
at $500.00 and the bidding never slowed up 
until it ceased entirely. The opening bid 
came from Mr. H. C. Hatch and many bid- 
ders were ready to advance that by a hun- 
dred or more. However the original bidder 
went right on to $1,300.00 and after Don 
Head Farms had again raised the ante by a 
fifty dollar chip, Mr. Hatch said that was 
enough and Don Head Farms became the 
owner of one of the best young females of- 
fered at auction this fall. Next was anoth- 
er Barbara, also of the McHenry strain and 
tracing to Barbara Woodson, and she went 
to Mr. John A. Brown’s Fair Lea Stock 
Farm, located near Detroit, Michigan. Fact 
of the matter is there were several breeders 
from the States interested in this heifer. 
The third heifer in the sale proved to be the 
second high female, when she sold at 
$875.00 to Edwards Brothers. This was the 
very good Blackcap of Don Head 3d sired 
by Enchanter of Bordulac 2d, by Esquire of 
Bordulac, who is a son of Revolution of 
Page 43d and Elba 3d of Strathmore. 
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The bull section of the offering was just 
as interesting and again we can state that 
there were good bulls offered. Upon arrival 
at Edwards Brothers farm we met Mr. and 
Mrs. Victor Cannon, of Cannon’s Ranch, 
Woodstock, New York, and sensed at once 
that they wanted a bull. When Pauline’s 
Bandolier of Anoka, a son of Bandolier of 
Anoka 10th, came into the ring, there had 
been four bulls sold, and right then Mr. 
Cannon came down from his seat at one side 
to bid and buy this youngster. Youngster 
he was, for he was calved in October of last 
year and was not as yet one year old. How- 
ever he was good enough and should prove 
a real herd bull in the New York herd.

One of the heaviest buyers of the day was 
Mr. P. McKee, of Windsor, Ontario, for he 
secured a good young bull and eight fe- 
males. 

Quite a goodly number of Michigan herds 
were represented, among them Wildwood 
Farms; Great Oaks Stock Farm; Grand 
River Stock Farm; Raona Farms; Her-Mel 
Stock Farm; Wickwire. Farms; Martin 
Farms; A. L. Witham, and I cannot recall 
the others. The buyers included Grand Riv- 
er and Mr. John A. Brown, of Detroit. I 
know the others bid on several animals in 
the sale, and failed to get them. 

We want to add, it was a real pleasure to 
be with these Canadian breeders and to see 
how nicely they brought in their good type 
cattle, and to compliment them on the gen- 
eral very attractive condition that they pre- 
sented the offering. 

Colonel Roy G. Johnston again did a most 
satisfactory job on the block and deserves a 
lot of credit for the very satisfactory aver- 
age.

meat literature published by the Board are 
going out in increasing quantities to fill re- 
quests coming from every corner of the 
country and from individuals and organiza- 
tions in many walks of life. . 
Especially numerous, the Board asserts, 
are the calls from the many agencies enlist- 
ed in the national nutrition program. These 
include, for example, state, city and county 
nutrition committees, teachers of nutrition 
classes, Red Cross chapters, home demon- 
stration agents, home nursing classes, dieti- 
tians, state councils of defense, consumer 
information centers and welfare agencies. 
The diversity of the groups requesting 
material on meat is indicated by the fact 
that they range from physicians and den- 
tists to home economics teachers and school 
lunch supervisors, from state war councils 
to home service directors of public utilities 
companies. They include homemakers, 4-H 
club agents, meat packing companies, edi- 
tors, radio stations, government agencies, 
colleges, universities, boards of education, 
extension workers, visiting nurse associa- 
tions, hotels, hospitals and many more. 
With the Board engaged in an intensive 
program to assist the Army and Navy with 
their meat problems upon their request, the 


cutting meat. Keen interest in all phases of 
the subject of meat is revealed in its incon- 
ing mail, according to the Board. Th 
Board’s textbook on meat, now in its fifth 
edition continues in wide-spread popularity 
among college, university and high school 
teachers. Nutrition booklets, charts and 
other material showing the importance of 
meat as a source of vitamins, protein, iro 
and other nutrients are being given natiov- 
wide distribution at the request of nutrition 
workers. There is a constant demand for 
meat recipe books and folders.

The work in- 
cludes practical studies in improved meth- 
ods of breeding, feeding and judging live 
stock. Also, sanitation, disease control, 
pasture and forage crops, and live stock or- 
ganization of the farm, are among the 
courses offered. Former students recom- 
mend this training as a small investment 
of time and money that will yield high re- 


rns. 
The Purdue Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment maintains excellent live stock equip- 
ment and facilities for students’ use in class 
work. The courses are made practical and 
adapted to a wide range of cornbelt farm 
conditions. : 

Anyone wishing to enroll for the Animal 
Husbandry Course—January 18 to March 
12, 19483—should write V. C. Freeman, As- 
sociate Dean of the School of Agriculture, 
West Lafayette, Indiana. 

The Journal feels that many could well 
afford to consider a field such as this short 
course in farm operation, especially pure 
bred live stock problems, for there is a con- 
stant and ever increasing demand for qual- 
ified live stock people. This applies to al- 
most all branches of the business, for the 
call we have for herdsmen and capable feed- 
ers is such that few capable feeders or 
herdsmen are long without satisfactory em- 
ployment. 

Purdue University should be a good place 
to get at least some of the information nec- 
essary to the better methods of handling 
live stock. The Aberdeen-Angus herd is a 
good one and the results in the show ring by 
Purdue bred cattle has been one that is 
recognized. The last International grand 
champion steer, Loyal Alumnus 4th being 
bred and developed by Purdue and sold to 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company. 
We heard that the steer has now been re- 
turned to Purdue University with the com- 
pliments of Firestone, and that he has 
shown constant improvement throughout his 
many thousands of miles on the road.

TO OKLAHOMA A. & M. 

A. E. Darlow, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, has been appointed head 
of the Animal Husbandry Department at 
the Oklahoma A. and M., College and will 
assume his new duties about January 15th. 

Professor Darlow succeeds W. L. Bliz- 
zard, who since his appointment as dean of 
agriculture at the Oklahoma A. and M. 
College in 1939 has also been carrying on 
as head of the animal husbandry depart- 
ment. Dean Blizzard is now in his 26th 
year as head of this department of the 
Oklahoma College. 

Professor Darlow’s appointment gives 
the Oklahoma school “unquestionably one 
of the best if not the best” animal husban- 
dry departments in the United States, Dr. 
Henry G. Bennett, president of the Oklaho- 
ma A. and M. College, declared in announc- 
ing the appointment. In addition to Dar- 
low, the departmental staff includes Carl

work at Oklahoma A. and M. College since 
1918 and has established a national repu- 
tation as a judge of swine; Bruce R. Tay- 
lor, who has taken over most of the work 
with beef cattle previously done by Dean 
Blizzard; Hilton M. Briggs, in charge of 
sheep work; and J. A. Beall, in charge of 
meat research. 

In his new position, “Al” Darlow re- 
turns to his alma mater. As an under- 
graduate, he was a member of live stock 
judging teams coached by Dean Blizzard 
and had an outstanding scholastic record. 
He was on the animal husbandry staff at 
Oklahoma A. and M. from 1920 until he 
went to the University of Wisconsin in 
1935. He holds a doctoral degree in ani- 
mal husbandry from the University of Wis- 
consin. 

Darlow has judged at both the Interna- 
tional and the American Royal, placing the 
Hereford and Shorthorn breeding classes 
at Chicago and the fat steers at Kansas 
City.

First Tulsa, Oklahoma Auction 


$1,000.00 for each of two females marked the tops of the 
Oklahoma Breeders First Public Auction at Tulsa, Saturday, 
October 24th. Thirty-seven females averaged $403.65 and 
twelve bulls averaged $288.33, prices are highly satisfactory.

The Aberdeen-Angus auction held at Tul- 
sa, October 24th, contained a grand presen- 
tation of cattle from the leading herds of 
that state, with buyers present from far and 
near examining the cattle both sale day 
morning and the afternoon prior to the 
event. 


The visitors and consignors present the 
evening before the sale attended a banquet 
held by the Tulsa Farm Club, a progressive 
group of men who are striving to sponsor 
the agricultural and cattle industry of their 
home state. They have done a pretty good 
job in interesting many in the advantages 
of land owning in that area. Principal 
speaker of the evening was Mr. R. C. Pol- 
lock, of the Chicago Producers, who gave a 
very interesting talk on the production of 
meat in this country during war time con- 
ditions and the reason why the armed forces 
were draining the supply to the extent that 
producers must work even harder in getting 
better live stock ready for the market. His 
talk was along much the same lines as his 
article printed in the last issue of the Aber- 
erdeen-Angus Journal, except that he had 
at hand several new charts just released by 
the Chicago Producers. 


Mr. Pollock is very much against any 
mention of meatless days, or meat substi- 
tutes, for he says there can be no substitute 
for meat and there must not be any public- 
ity for meatless days, rather for some pro- 


gram to acquaint the public with the many, 
many inexpensive cuts of meat that the av- 
erage housewife does not know about, and 
does not know how to prepare, but are just 
as toothsome and just as nourishing as the 
steaks and chops that she has always pur- 
chased over the counter. With several hun- 
dred various cuts of meat he said few 
housewives, or husbands could name more 
than a dozen or so, but they could be edu- 
cated to use a lot of meat that now is un- 
called for in the butcher shops over the 
nation. 


Sale day morning a good crowd was on 
hand at the barn, the only person who was 
noticeably absent was the auctioneer, Roy 
G. Johnston, who showed up just about a 
half hour late so the sale was delayed in 
starting, but really rolled along after the 
buyers were called to the seats about one 
thirty. 


The females sold first with two individ- 
uals bringing a thousand dollars each. These 
were Miss Burgess 92d 506064 with bull calf 
at side. Consigned to the sale by L. R. 
Kershaw and purchased by J. A. McGill, 
Paris, Texas. The other top heifer was 
Miss Blackcap 65th of Sunbeam 600869, a 
daughter of Revolution 100th, selling bred 
August 25th to Qualiteer of Sunbeam. She 
was consigned by S. C. Fullerton and pur- 
chased by W. G. Mennen, owner of Hide- 
away Farms, Chester, New Jersey. 

One noteworthy item 
brought to my attention at 
the ringside was the fact that 
two of the heaviest buyers of 
cattle this day were men who 
raised another breed of beef 
cattle and were buying their 
first Aberdeen-Angus in this 
Tulsa sale. 


The female end of this auc- 
tion was very satisfactory 
with a total average of more 
than four hundred dollars. 
The bull average dropped off 
considerably, but that was 
expected as this was not the 
most opportune time to ped- 
dle bulls in this section, how- 
ever the bulls sold readily at 
an average price of nearly

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Louis and retired early for we had nearly 
two hundred miles to drive the following 
morning at thirty-five miles an hour. Our 
departure in the morning was made in the 
cold gray hours preceding dawn, with our 
arrival at Rector being just in time to grab 
a bite to eat before the sale. This was my 
first visit to Arkansas and the first time I 
had ever seen cotton pickers at work, or a 
field of cotton, for that matter. 

The sale started a little after one o’clock 
so we did not have time to inspect all the 
cattle ahead of the sale. The crowd was 
small, but the buyers were present and the 
forty head went through the ring at an av- 
erage price of two hundred and thirty-one 
dollars; the eight bulls averaging nearly 
two-fifty and the thirty-two cows averag- 
ing two-twenty-seven. 

Top female was the first cow in the ring, 
Blackbird Bloom B. 3d 570910, with bull calf 
at side. She was consigned by T. C. Guth- 
rie and purchased by Wilmot Plantation, 
Merigold, Mississippi. Mr. Cook confided 
after the sale that she was a steal at that 
price. The top bull was Eileenmere 60th of 
Oak Hurst 676585, consigned by J. L. Crock- 
ett & Sons and purchased by Dr. J. S. Camp- 
bell, Little Rock, Arkansas, for three hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. 

The cattle had not been pampered for the 
sale and were brought in right from past- 
ure, just good producing cattle that were 
right to go to work for the new owners. 
Heaviest buyer of the day was the Shelby 
County Penal Farm, Memphis, Tennessee, 
represented at the sale by Mr. Q. B. Ellis, 
207 Court House, Memphis, who selected 
one bull and sixteen females.

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HE 1942 AK-SAR-BEN was staged in a 

really National setting—the army had 
taken over the coliseum, and the lots about 
the grounds were packed with army trucks, 
indicating that there was something doing 
that smacked of realism beyond any ques- 
tion of a doubt. The Junior show brought 


out a splendid lot of entries. The writer 
was particularly pleased with the Aberdeen- 
Angus showing. The calves that remained 
after the sifting committee had finished its 
work were good from end to end. The tops 
in each Aberdeen-Angus class were out- 
standing, with plenty of championship ma- 
terial, so much that several exceptionally 
outstanding calves in our judgment had to 
take lesser positions, all to the glory and 
accomplishment of the breed. Again how- 
ever it is timely to warn against those light 
rear ends. There is no use trying to fit a 
calf that is not built right in the first place 
—he may get fat and make a pretty good 
killer but he will never reach the purple rib- 
bon stage. The contemporary breeds are 
doing their best to improve the quarters on 
their cattle and they are doing a pretty good 
job of it, in fact they are getting just too 
close for comfort. Therefore look well to 
the selection of the calves to be fed for 
future shows. Our boys covering the sands 
of Darkest Africa need beef and more of it, 
and a better quality is important too. 

The long line of Hereford champions at 
the Ak-Sar-Ben came to an end when an 
Aberdeen-Angus steer called Blackie, owned 
and shown by Raymond McNaughton, of 
Lawton, Woodbury county, Iowa, was 
crowned the king of all the 4H Club calves 
shown at Omaha in 1942. This is the second 
Aberdeen-Angus winner in the history of 
the show under the same judge. 

Blackie, a 980 pound steer was sold Fri- 
day in the auction to the Brandies stores 
of Omaha at $102.00 per hundred pounds 
for a total of $999.60, to make chubby Ray- 
mond a happy lad. The steer was bred by 
Raymond and Charles Anderson, of Mitch- 
ell, South Dakota. 

Ida county, lowa, had the grand champion 
sroup of five steers on five Aberdeen-An- 
gus. The champion showmanship went to 
Junior Conover, of Ida county, Iowa, show- 
ing an Aberdeen-Angus steer. Junior has a 
herd of pure bred Shorthorn cattle but 
showed an Aberdeen-Angus calf to win the 
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tire Show over All Breeds.

Believer that he is in the efficacy 
of good sires, the prepotency of these pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls is astonishing 
even to Mr. Penney himself. Nearly all the 
calves are black and bear the predominant 
characteristics of good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. 

The outcome has been so successful that it 
attracted the attention of these Florida cat- 
tlemen who are to follow a similar plan on 
their home ground. With pure bred bulls 
of the quality they have purchased it is rea- 
sonable to expect that the results will prove 
as remarkable as they have been in the Mis- 
souri herd. Evidently Mr. Penney’s experi- 
ment has “started something” among the 
breeders of commercial cattle that will be 
worth watching. It must be borne in mind, 
however, that only pure bred bulls of good 
quality can be expected to get successful re- 
sults under such conditions.

ducing every pound of high quality food 
that I possibly can for it is well I know that 
the best fed armies are the ones that will 
win this gigantic struggle and dictate the 
peace terms in the days to come. I want 
you to know here and now that it is my 
job to help feed these armies of the united 
nations from the beginning until that peace 
is won. 

Yet that very same man will mate his 
cows to an inferior or scrub bull and cut 
his own beef production anywhere from 
15% to 35% right at this time when the 
easiest, most economical way to produce 
more pounds of beef is by using better bulls 
on the cow herd we already have on the 
farm. 

This certainly is the time to beware of 
the bull “especially the scrub bull” for he 
is surely the greatest menace to our fight- 
ing men’s beef supply that there is at the 
present time. 

I know we are all having the same ex- 
perience with our labor shortage but that 
labor shortage can be offset a great deal 
by using better bulls, capable of producing 
more pounds of higher quality beef. 

I could give you the names of plenty of 
cattle raisers who used to round up their 
herds in the fall and think the calf crop 
was fine if they average 325 pounds and 
today those same men are getting an aver- 
age weight on their calves of 450 to 475 
pounds.

growths may assume enormous proportions. 
It has been definitely established that there 
is a contagious tendency to the spread of 
these warts. Affected animals should there- 
for be isolated. Relief from the larger 
warts can usually be obtained only by sur- 
gical means, though the veterinarian also 
has at his command a vaccine that is highly 
efficacious in the handling of this condition. 

One of the banes of the cattleman’s exist- 
ence is old fashioned lumpy jaw (Fig. VI). 
As is well known it is due to a fungus taken 
into the body on food and lodging most fre- 
quently in the soft tissues—more rarely in 
the hard parts—of the head. The tongue— 
so-called wooden tongue—is a frequent site. 
The fungus causes hardening and swelling 
of invaded tissues, and not uncommonly 
progresses to pus formation—this latter 
rich in the causative fungus, When there- 
for it becomes necessary to lance a lumpy- 
jaw abscess great care must be taken to 
avoid contaminating the surroundings with 
the liberated pus as this constitutes a source 
of spread of the condition. Most lumpy- 
jaws respond best to surgical treatment as 
applied by the skilled veterinarian. Those 
in inoperable areas may now be satisfactor- 
ily handled by intravenous injections of a 
sterile solution of iodide of soda. 

“Water-belly” (Figs. VII and VIII) is 
making its avpearance with increasing fre- 
quency in the beef breeds. It is an obstruc- 
tion to the outflow of urine, and if not re- 
lieved results in rupture of the urinary blad- 
der. The cause of the condition is not 
known. It has been ascribed to the con- 
sumption of certain feeds, and also to a vi- 
tamin deficiency. The reason for its most 
frequent appearance in cattle is that the 
urethra—this is the passageway from the 
urinary bladder to the free extremity of the 
penis—is really in the shape of an elongated 
funnel with the result that small urinary 
stones readily enter its comparatively large 
entrance though their outward passage is 
soon arrested by the gradual decrease in the 
size of the urethra. Another factor is that 
in all ruminants including cattle the urethra, 
corresponding to the shape of the penis, has 
a distinct S curve just back of the scrotum 
which still more impedes the passage 
through it of foreign bodies. Usually the 
first noticeable symptom is the distinct pul- 
sation of the urethra just beneath the anus. 
This is followed by stamping of the feet 
and colic. The animal goes off feed and is 
evidently ill. On palpation the urinary blad- 
der is found to be greatly distended. Then 
the bladder ruptures and to the untrained 
the animal appears to have returned to 
normal. However the urine is continuously 
accumulating in the abdominal cavity so 
that in the course of several days the ab- 
domen becomes enlarged (Fig, VIII), and 
also the under-surface of the abdomen along 
the course of the penis. (Fig. VII). Later 
the absorption of urine occurs and the ani- 
mal dies because of uremic poisoning. The 
cause of the condition being unknown it can- 
not be guarded against. However the ani- 
mal’s life can be saved for ultimate beef 
purposes if a veterinarian is called before 
rupture of the bladder takes place. He can 
create an artificial opening from the blad- 
der, or in some instances it is possible to 
remove the obstructing stone and thus re- 
store the animal to full usefulness—however 
for various reasons this latter is rare. 
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Still another rather common condition in 
all animals, though more particularly in 
those subjected to castration, is tetanus or 
lock-jaw. (Fig. IX). This is the sequel of 
a wound infection with the germ of tetanus. 
This germ is universally present in barn 
yards ready to contaminate any wound—the 
commonest being the castration wound. A 
few days after this operation the animal be- 
comes stiff, with head and tail in a more or 
less extended position, and possibly with 
locking of the jaws. The symptoms are 
aggravated by excitement. Death is usually

for $125.00 to $150.00, with an_occasional 
pull bringing $250.00 or $300.00, These bulls, 
an improvement over the bulls that their 
respective buyers had used, sired better 
calves, calves that sold for more money, 
and these same buyers were then ready for 
an even better bull. So the next year, we 
find them back again looking for a better 
pull. And we might add ready to pay a 
little more money for a better bull. I don’t 
recall the average at the last Staunton Sale, 
but I am sure it was about a hundred dol- 
lars higher per head than the general aver- 
age a few years ago. 

Of course, the bulls, too, are better, for 
Virginia breeders, those who are looking 
ahead consign better bulls to this sale. And 
Virginia breeders are producing better 
bulls, primarily because they have bought 
better seed stock. An auction such as was 
held at Ravenswood Farm in October of 
this year would have been impossible three 
or four years ago, for Virginia breeders did 
not at the time have the same numbers and 
quality of cattle in their breeding herds 
that they have today. 

There is still a lot of room for Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls in Virginia, especially in 
southwest Virginia, where the largest num- 
ber of the commercial breeders are located. 
That trade can be had, and will be as long 
as Virginia breeders go out after it, by 
offering to the commercial breeder better 
bulls and continuing the feeder calf sales, 
s0 that he may have a better method of 
selling his produce,
